DRAPED BUST TYPE, SMALL EAGLE REVERSE (1795-1798) 


MINT STATE 17995 DOLLAR 


1795 Uncirculated (60/60). Bolender 15, Rarity 3. Die State 
C, with the wedge-like die defect in the hair now enlarged, as 
well as a reverse crack below STA in STATES and on into the 
rim at the left. Frosty and slightly Prooflike, with natural rose- 
grey toning. A remarkably well-struck coin, with absolutely every 
fine detail sharp and bold; the feather detail, in fact, shows as 
much detail as some of the presentation strikings of this variety 
which exist. The high spots are free of rubbing and the fields 
are very clean. There is a small mint-made edge defect at K-2 
on the obverse and the corresponding portion of the reverse. The 
reverse shows a second, even smaller, edge defect (again, as 
made) at K-3. Even with these “problems,” this is a truly spec- 
tacular coin. 

Considering the late state of the dies, the detail which this coin shows ts 
remarkable. We have traced three later die states for the variety. On these, the 
wedge-like obverse die flaw in the hair greatly enlarges as does the reverse die 


crack; these later states also show significant die rust and an enlarging of the flaws 
between OF and AMERICA.

1798 Very Fine (20/20). Bolender 2, Rarity 5, the “Small Eagle 
reverse, 15 Stars” variety. Natural grey; well-centered and very 
sharply struck. While there are some tiny surface marks (as one 
might expect on a coin of this grade) it is really very attractive. 
A tiny edge flaw is noted on the obverse at K-8, but this detracts 
little from the lovely appearance of this piece. A truly scarce coin 
in this grade and always in great demand among both Type col- 
lectors and die variety specialists. 


HERALDIC EAGLE REVERSE (1798-1803) 


1800 Very Fine (20/20). Bolender 4, Rarity 4. Struck from an 
uncracked obverse die. The toning is slightly irregular, with gold 
undertones below the lilac-grey surfaces. Struck on a large, broad 
planchet, with all of the denticles present. There are some very 
light adjustment marks at the central portion of the obverse, but 
the surfaces are quite acceptable for the grade. 


LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1840-1873)

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1842 Uncirculated (60/60). Prooflike and deeply toned in unusual 
chartreuse and gold hues. The surfaces are quite clean, with just 
a few very small abrasions barely visible below the toning. While 
certainly not a scarce date in lower grades, this is a rare coin in 
Mint State; in fact, any Uncirculated Liberty Seated Dollar not 
dated 1859-O or 1860-O is legitimately rare in Mint State. 


1844 Extremely Fine (45/45). Medium grey, with gold splashes 
in the protected areas. Evenly worn and very clean for the grade, 
with nice surfaces and rims. A very scarce coin in any grade; on- 
ly 20.000 pieces were struck and most survivors are in very low 
grades. 


1845 Very Fine (30/30). Bright from a recent dipping and rather 
extensively bagmarked, but a nice example of the date, 
nonetheless. 


1850 About Uncirculated (50/50). A brilliant example which 
could quite possibly be an impaired Proof (this example is struck 
from the B-1 dies listed in Breen’s Proof Book). Uniformly toned 
on either side with a moderately deep lilac hue, with lighter high 
points. 

Scarce; one of only 7500 pieces struck (and possibly one of only a handful of 
known Proof examples. 


A buyers charge of 10% will be added to all purchases. 
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1859 Proof (60/60). A nice example of this rare issue, with at- 
tractive surfaces and just a hint of light golden peripheral toning. 
The depth of the detail is great, and the overall quality of this piece 
is surprisingly nicer than the grade would indicate. 

Although Mint Records do not indicate the actual number of Proofs struck, the 
number of survivors is probably somewhere in the range of only 75 to 100 pieces 


1860 Very Fine (20/20). The evenly abraded surfaces are overlaid 
with a smoky lilac toning. This date tends to be grouped, rather 
unfairly, with its New Orleans counterpart. In fact, the 1860 
Philadelphia Liberty Seated Dollar is a scarce coin in any grade. 


1860-O About Uncirculated (50/50). Prooflike with light golden 
toning. The surfaces are, as one might expect, rather heavily 
abraded. 


Actually, this date is probably more common in Mint State than it is in circulated 
grades, because of the hoard of Uncirculated examples that was released by the 
Treasury in the early 1960's! 


1860-O Uncirculated (60/60). Both sides display an unusual char- 
treuse and gold toning, similar to that found on the 1842 Dollar 
above. The surfaces are much cleaner than is usual for this date. 


SELECT PROOF 1869 DOLLAR 


1869 Select Proof (64/65). Deep, but strictly original toning 
uniformly bathes both the obverse and the reverse. The surfaces 
are quite clean and, despite the depth of the toning, they show 
some reflectiveness. This is one of the more popular 19th Cen- 
tury Proof Types and a coin which should fit nicely into an ad- 
vanced collector’s set. 


1870 Extremely Fine (45/45). Lustrous, and lightly abraded. 
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1870 Choice Proof (63/63). Both sides are overlaid with a deep, 
uniform toning. The underlying surfaces appear to be free of marks 
and hairlines.

in color; the reverse is similar, and displays some underlying 
iridescence. The surfaces are reflective, although slightly 
hairlined. 


TRADE DOLLARS (1873-1885) 


1874-S Uncirculated (60/60). The “Large S” variety. Untoned 
and satiny. The strike is average, with some planchet striations 
at the upper obverse and the reverse which do not detract from 
the overall appearance. An affordable, yet attractive Type coin. 


1875-S About Uncirculated (50/50). The rare “S over CC” varie- 
ty. Lustrous, with a touch of golden toning. There is a streak of 
deeper toning running across the obverse. The overmintmark is 
very strong and obvious, even to the naked eye. Scarce. 


1875-S About Uncirculated (55/55). Untoned. The obverse is 
semi-Prooflike; the reverse is satiny. The obverse shows just the 
slightest trace of friction. 


1876 Uncirculated (60/60). Fully Prooflike, with some mint frost 
in the surfaces. Pale gold toning blankets the surfaces. Some 
shallow, scattered marks may be seen on either side. 


GEM UNCIRCULATED 1876 TRADE DOLLAR 


20. 1876 Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Satiny and fully struck, with 
superb original lilac and gold pastel toning on both sides. This 
is a beautiful coin which has choice surfaces and an absolutely 
original appearance.

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1877-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The “Large S“ variety. Un- 
toned and satiny, with some Prooflike tendencies. Fully struck, 
with a sharp head and claws. There are a few light surface marks 
(as one may fully expect from a coin of this grade). 


1878-S Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The “Large S” variety. 
Satiny, with deep, attractive lilac toning on either side. The obverse 
is lightly abraded; the reverse has just a few marks visible under 
magnification. An affordable, yet choice, coin for the Type 
collector. 


1879 Proof (50/50). Obviously abraded and lightly hairlined on 
the obverse and the reverse. Rare nonetheless, and popular as a 
Proof-only issue. 


LIBERTY HEAD or MORGAN TYPE (1878-1921) 


1878 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). “8 Tail Feathers.” The obverse 
is Prooflike and deeply toned in a uniform blend of green and red 
colors. The reverse is satiny and basically untoned except for two 
areas of light gold. Despite a few light marks on the obverse, this 
piece has great eye appeal. 


1878 Select Uncirculated (64/64). ‘8 Tail Feathers.” Nicely struck 
and basically untoned (except for some traces of golden toning 
on the reverse). 


1878 Select Uncirculated (64/64). “8 Tail Feathers.” An in- 
teresting one-sided Prooflike, with a flashy, brilliant obverse, and 
a satiny reverse. The untoned centers on either side are surround- 
ed by a lovely golden-blue toning. A curious Mint product which 
should be of interest to specialists.

An attrac- 
tive example with deep satiny surfaces and an excellent “cartwheel” 
effect. Sharply struck and with a hint of light toning on both sides.

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28. 1878 Choice Proof (63/63). “8 Tail Feathers.” A nice example 


of this scarce Proof issue, with just a hint of golden toning on 
both sides. The surfaces reveal a few faint hairlines under close 
inspection, yet the overall eye appeal is excellent. 

From the second Proof die variety listed by Breen, with obvious doubling of 
the M in AMERICA (and most of the other leters in the legend). Scarce; one of 
only 500 Proofs struck with eight tail feathers, and the only Proof Morgan Dollar 
with this distinction! 


1878 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). “8 Tail Feathers.” Original, 
untoned and lustrous. 1879-O Uncirculated (60/60). Nicely struck, 
with almost full breast feathers. Nicer than the grade would 
indicate. 


A total of two coins in this lot. 


1878 Choice Uncirculated (63/65). “7/8 Tail Feathers.” Untoned, 
with clean, semi-Prooflike surfaces. Very close to full Gem quality. 


1878 Select Uncirculated (64/64). “7/8 Tail Feathers.” A near 
Gem, with satiny, clean surfaces. Mostly white and untoned. 


1878-S Select Uncirculated (64/65). Prooflike, with brilliant sur- 
faces. White and untoned. The obverse is but a mark or two from 
the Gem class. 


1878-S Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A brilliant white, deeply Proof- 
like example. The fields are curiously concave (as is sometimes 
seen on this and other issues); this concavity greatly enhances the 
“cartwheel” effect! A top-notch example of issue.

The following set, which is complete from 1855 to 1891, is among the 
finest ever sold at public auction. The coins have a lovely evenly-matched 
appearance from having been stored together for many years. The overall 
quality is incredible, with many coins rating as the finest pieces we have 
seen for the specific year of issue. 


VERY RARE PROOF 1855 DIME 


1542. 1855 Choice Proof (63/63). With Arrows. Both sides of this ex- 
ample are toned to a deep lilac color. What appear to be hairlines 
on the reverse are actually striations in the planchet (as made) 
and they should not detract from the value of this piece. This 
piece is an exceptional example of early U.S. Mint Proof coinage, 
from an era before they were sold publicly. In addition, this is 
one of only two obtainable dates of this Type in Proof (the 1853

This was one of the series in which Wayne Skiles specialized. He carefully 
chose only coins which were superbly toned or which had exceptionally 
clean surfaces. We urge the specialist to pay particular attention to the 
mintmarked dates in this run. 


1615. 1893-S Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Superbly toned in irides- 
cent rainbow colors. The underlying surfaces are clean and 
somewhat Prooflike. Curiously, the mintmark was punched way 
to the right, far off-center from the eagle’s tail. An important coin 
for the specialist. 


1616. 1894 Proof (60/60). Deeply toned and possibly cleaned, with some 
extraneous material adhering to the devices and lettering. 


1617. 1894-O Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Frosty and fully struck. 
Toned in a nice golden shade, with some peripheral iridescence 
on the obverse. The obverse shows some scattered marks, while 
the reverse is quite choice. 


1618. 1894-S Uncirculated (60/60). Frosty and attractively toned in gold 
and greenish pastels on both sides.

1664. 1890 Proof (60/60). The “cameo” obverse displays deep brilliant, 
mirrored surfaces interrupted by some light marks. The reverse 
is a bit more on the satiny side. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 


Wayne Skiles formed a complete set of Proof Barber Half Dollars over 
the period of nearly a decade. Due to the design of this series, he sought 
mostly brilliant coins. These coins have now acquired light to medium 
toning. A number of dates are represented in multiples and the collector 
is thereby afforded the opportunity to purchase some really spectacular 
examples. 


1665. 1892 Choice Proof (63/63). Untoned, with a bit of “cameo” con- 
trast noted. There are some scattered hairlines present. Very 
popular as a first-year-of-issue Type coin. 


1666. 1893 Choice Proof (63/63). Untoned, and similar in appearance 


and quality to the last coin. Destined to improve visually as the SELECT CAMEO PROOF 1897 HALF DOLLAR 
surfaces tone naturally. 


1667. 1894 Choice Proof (63/63). Mostly untoned and fully brilliant, 
with a few light marks in the right obverse field. According to 
Breen, this date is “usually only available badly cleaned.” 


1673. 1897 Select Proof (64/65). This is a deep “cameo” example 
whose contrast is intensified by the light gold toning 
which bathes the highly reflective surfaces. Except for some light 
slidemarks on the cheek, this coin is a full-blown Gem, and is 
as flashy a Half Dollar as are any in this collection. 


1668. 1894 Select Proof (64/64). Some “cameo” contrast distinguishes 
the lightly toned obverse; the reverse is an even lilac, with blue 
splashes forming at the periphery.

An exceptionally well struck example of this rare variety with 
both the centers and the peripheries displaying unusual sharp- 
ness.

While only the 1861-D is prohibitively expen- 
sive, many of the individual issues are scarce and underrated, 
especially in higher grades.
